his troops. The Russian prisoners are in a state of physical collapse and 
show far greater wear than the Jap troops. 


Demonstrations of wildest joy are going on at Tokio and thoroughout 


the empire. The Mikado has wired congratulations to Marquis Oyama and 
his generals and men. 


THE STORY OF MUKDEN. 


It was in 1626 that Nurhachu, founder of the Manchu dyuasty reign-. 


ing in China, made Shni-yang his capital and gave it the Manchu name of 
Mukden.. Not long before that date the Manchuc themselves were a 
few scattered and by no means formidable tribesmen. 


The city has double walls.. The inner wall is about three miles in 


circuit,,built of brick and flanked with twoers.. It is 35 or 40 feet high 
and about 15 feet wide at thetop.. The eight gates have double 
arches, 


One for ingress, the other for egress.

tun, a few dozen Japanese clung to the 
thick-walled temple and refused all 
overtures to surrender. Cannon were 
brought up and breached the walls, 
but the dare-devil courage of the de- 
fenders continued under the fire, and 
finally, when defense was hopeless, 
they blew themselves skyward with 
the ruins of the temple. One survivor, 
rather than surrender, threw himself 
Into a stone-rimmed well and per- 
ished. And yet the rank and file and 
Inferior leaders, stern In their sense 
of duty, are as unsparing of them- 
selves as of the men whom they led 
to death. St*rn Oyama drives his 
troops northward to encircle the city. 
With every fresh flunking movement 
the iron band closes nearer the rail- 
road, and under this menace the First 
and Third armies were forced last 
night to abandon the mighty fortifica- 
tions on the Shakhe river, give up the 
Impregnable Poutiloff hill and retire 
to the line of the Hun river. 


Today the Japanese are pushing 


their columns north and northeast. 
bombarding villages which are keys of 
the defense, and hurling men, some of 
them veterans of the year's campaign 
and others middle-aged reserves fresh 
from Japan, against Russian positions.

It was claimed by the attorneys for 
the defense that Mrs. Chadwick, not 
being an officer of the bank, could not 
certify checks, and that she could not 
be charged under the law with con- 
spiring to commit an offense in con- 
Junction with others which she had 
not the power to commit alone. 


Judge Tayler in deciding the motion 


asking the removal of the case from 
the Jury, declared that the Cincinnati 
court of appeals had in the "Scott 
case" covered the questions raised by 
the defense, and that it was therefore 
overruled. He did not regard the two 
counts of the indictment as good, and 
District Attorney Sullivan said that he 
was willing that they should be killed.

Age Reporter Makes an Enjoyable Journey 


Through Dairy Plant of A. L. Finlay 


Below The City. 


, A. L. Finlay, who has the M. G. 
Back farm leased just south of Co- 
ohocton, is one of the most modern 


• pnd scientific dairymen In the state. 


' For cleanliness and systematic ar- 


* lineament in every particular it 
is 


doubtful whether his dairy can 
be 


equaled. Mr. FUilay is of course in 
ttne dairying business primarily for 
profit and he has been very success- 
ful in this respect yet he also shows 
» fascination for the work which not 
every man could possess. 
He has 


made a careful study of each 
de- 


tail of the dairying business 
and 


has worked out methods which 
are 


not only scientific but practical. 
-In the first place Mr. 
Finlay's 


barn for his cows is a 


Model of Neatness. 


"The floor is of solid cement 
and 


yery smooth. 
When the cows comej 


in from the fields each has a clean 
stall well bedded and 
enough 
feed 


at the head of the stall to satisfy its 
hunger. The cow is fastened with a 
neck strap which is connected with 
the stall by- means of a slanting iron 
rod which permits the ring in 
the 


chain which permits the 
chain to 


slide up and down allowing the cow 
to eat either from the feed box at 
the bottom or to pull out the shred 
ded forlder from the manger above. 
When she is eating from above she 
steps backward off the bedding and 
in this way the bedding is kept clean 
A cleaner looking herd of cows could 
scarcely be found and all are in the 
best of health. Their principal feed 
is ensilage, or corn taken from 
the 


fields before it is fully matured, chop- 
ped up very fine and stored in a silo 
just outside Ihe barn. 


This s'lo is to the visitor 


An Interesting Sight. 


It is an immense wooden slructure 
shaped somewhat like a tower. Tt is 
fourteen feet in diameter and thirty- 
two feet high. One hundred and twen 
ty tons of the ensilage can be stored 
In the silo, or enough 1o supply an 
ordinary dairy one season. Sixteen 
acres of heavy corn are stored in th's 
silo each year. The cows soem 
to 


enjoy eating it and it keeps them in 
the pink of condition all the 
time. 


Mr. Finlay does does not believe in 
too frequent u^e of condition powders 
and other similar remedies 


Good Wholesome Food 


In his motto and the 
results 
have 


proven that his ideas are sound. 


Mr. Finlay has about thirlv cows 


roaming ovci the 225 acres of 
land 


•west of the barn. He aims to keep 
twenty or twenty-two cows for milk- 
ing purposes all the time and from 
these he frets a little over a barrel 
of milk every day 
Most of the cows 


have a good sprinkling of 
Jersey 


blood in their veins and be also has 
j» number of tho TTolsleln breed. The 
Hoi steins are heavy m Ikers and give 
the quantity while the Jerseys add 
richness and quality to the millk. Mr 


Finlay is ? great admirer of the Hoi 
stein and expects to infuse more o 
this kind of blood into his cattle. In 
an adjoining field is a handsome Jer 
sey bull, which is prized very highly 
This breeding animal comes from 
a 


strain of short horn milkers.

Tolstoi's Statement.

of committing by violence and with 
impunity the most dreadful- social 
crimes." He therefore thinks the ef- 
forts of those who wish to improve 
social life should be directed to the 
liberation of themselves front tho gov- 
ernments, whose futility in these 
tines is becoming saore a«d more ob- 
vious. This object COM)! only bo at- 
tained by the unique means of relig- 
iously aad morally perfecting separate 
individuals. Count Tolstoi 
believes 


that the chief calamity from which 
the Russian people are suffering is not 
St. Petersburg events, but "the reck- 
less, disgra-eful, cruel war instigated 
by a score of immoral individuals." 


British Steamer Confiscated. 


Nagasaki, Japan, March Jl. — The 


British steamer King Arthur, captured 
by the Japanese on Dec. 19 while at- 
tempting to leave Port Arthur with 
the Russian oflcers on board, has 
been confiscated by the prize court at 
Sasebo for violating the blockade of 
Port Arthur. The decision is subject 
to an appeal to Tokyo. The captain 
of the King Arthur ^reduced a letter 
from the Russian authorities showing 
that they had soiced his vessel and 
confiscated her cargo, which was des- 
tined for Newchwant, but the plea 
was disallowed.

Cleveland, O., March 11.—Mrs. Cas- 


Bie Chadwick was much affected by 
the arguments of the attorneys for the 
prosecution. Her pale face and nerv- 
ous manner showed that the strain of 
the trial is telling on her. The attack 
made on her financial methods dis- 
turbed her greatly. 
When the jury 


was shown by her own checks that, 
without having any money in the 
bank, she had secured loans amount- 
ing to $187,000, and $104,000 of it on 
one day, when the total amount which 
the bank could legally lend to one per- 
son was only $0,000, the prisoner sank 
back in her chair with a discouraged 
look. She seemed greatly discouraged, 
and said: "I have about given up all 
hope. I haven't any chance in this 
court." Mrs. Chadwick's troubles will 
not be over, however, even if acquit- 
ted in the present case. District At- 
torney Sullivan said that he would 
probably bring about a second trial on 
another indictment immediately fol- 
lowing her acquittal in the present 
case. 


The case will likely go to the jury 


late Saturday afternoon. The day 
was given over to arguments. Assist- 
ant District Attorney Thomas Garry 
opened for the prosecution, followed 
by Judge Wing for the defense. J. P. 
Dawley, senior counsel for Mrs. Chad- 
wick, delivered the main argument for 
the accused woman, and after him 
came District Attorney Sullivan, \vlio 
closed for the government.

health officer is putting in force. Re- 
cently Health Officer Friedfich started 
a crusade against dirty streetcars, and 
haa had his deputies inspecting the 
sanitary condition of the cars on the 
several lines. 
The health officer or- 


dered that the cars be scrubbed at 
certain times and maintain a standard 
of cleanliness necessary to health. 


Secretary Fleming Suicides. 


Columbus, O., March 11.—James W. 


Fleming, 40. assistant secretary of the 
state board of agriculture for 20 years, 
committed suicide by shooting himself 
through the brain with a revolver at 
his home, 257 East Rich street. Flem- 
ing has been in ill health for a num- 
ber of months and on the verge of a 
nervous breakdown. Secretary Mil- 
ler, with whom he has worked con- 
stantly at the offices of the state board 
of agriculture, said that his ill health 
had occasioned more or less despond- 
ency.
